The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claims 48 and 49: 

Amendments to the claims overcome the prior art rejections made in the previous action. 
Gryaznov failed to teach scan dividing logic that divides an on-access malware scan in response 
to a complexity metric exceeding a predetermined threshold where the complexity metric is 
dependent on a computer file, level of nesting of embedded computer files, an initial attempt to 
scan said computer file which exceeded a predetermined time and a level of utilization of local 
processor and wherein an amount of said complexity metric that exceeds the predetermined 
threshold determines a number of tasks into which said on-access malware scan is divided. None 
of the other references cited in the prior action combine with Gryaznov to disclose die limitations 
of claims 48 and 49. 
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An updated search did not uncover any new prior art not owned by the same assignee of 
the instant application. All other pending claims are dependent on allowable claims 48 and 49 
and are allowable for that reason.
